A Threatened Storm Gave the People 
of St. Louis a Terrible Fright. 



St. Louis, June 2. — Shortly before 
two o'clock Monday morning the two 
stricken cities, St. Louis and East St 
Louis, received a thorough scare. A 
storm came up from the southwest, ac- 
oompanled by low rumbling thunder 
and almost continuous flashes of light- 
nlnjf. Then a few minutes later big 
blaok clouds appeared on the northern 
horizon and rolled up nntil they cov- 
ered the city. There was considerable 
wind, though nothing approaching a 
hurricane or tornado. Theeletn — 



which had increased to a downpour at 
ten o'clock Monday morning. 

The work of clearing away the ruins 
is being carried on in a more system- 
atic manner, but the rain makes the 
work all the more difficult 

Prof. Iiauman, an expert insurance 
adjuster, of Chicago, is in the city and. 
after looking over the fleld, he said the 
total loss will foot up over 180,000,000. 
Prof. Iiauman adjusted the losses 
caused by the Louisville tornado about 
Ave years ago. 

A mass meeting of citizens has bet;n 
called for Tuesday afternoon to con- 
sider the advisability of appealing for 
outelde aid for the relief of the storm 
sufferers. 

One of the peculiar features of the 
storm is the appalling list of missing 
persons reported to police heailpuur- 
ters. Up to Monday morning 124 per- 
sons are reported missing. The police 
are inclined to believe that many of 
these will be found with relatives in 
other portions of the city. 

The situntion in East St. Louis is one 
of gloom and misery. There is some 
fear of an epidemic of disease among 
the homeless near the river. Under 
the ruins is a vast quantity of decay- 
ing animal and vegetable matter which 
is sending pestilential clouds up 
through the debris. The sulTerers an' 
weak from exposure and exertion and 
are in no condition to fight the malaria 
that is breeding on the island. An- 
other problem is thealmost unanimous 
refusal of the sufferers to leave their 
belongings and occupy the military 
tents which have been pitched at 
Brighton. In spite of the presence of 
the militia they fear that their goods 
are not safe and refuse to leave unpro- 
tected all their earthly beloniriugs. 

Chief of Police lianey has taken ex- 
treme precautions to prevent vandal- 
ism and early Monday morning 160 
tramps were rounded up and driven 
out of town.

What Is needed most is shoes, band- 
age cloths, children's clothing and la- 
dies' underwear. Necessary ^furniture 
and cots, together with dry bedding, 
are also much called for. The addi- 
tional damage of contiiiuous wet 
weather resulted in the issuing of an- 
other order prohibiting the operation 
of any electric lights in the district 
south of Elm and west of the levee. 

At several points in the ruined dis- 
trict the people of the neighborhood 
claim there are bodies under the de- 
bris, but no work is being done be- 
cause the city authorities do not think 
the reports are well founded, and the 
owners of the property are slow in 
clearing up the ruins. The situation 
as to street car service is steadily im- 
proving. All lines are now run- 
ning except Hcullin's Cherokee, Tower 
Orove and California avenue branches 
of the Union Depot Railway Co. 
The convention auditorium has been 
repaired and was turned over to the 
business men's league Monday. No ad- 
ditional bodieB have been recovered 
from the ruins up to one o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon either here or in East 
St Louis. The death rate at the hos- 
pitals in both cities has not been in- 
creased since Saturday and the injured 
are reported doing a* well as can be ex- 
pected. 

The funerals of 137 tornado victims 
in St Louis have taken place so far, 
and it Is estimated that at least twenty 
more were luterred Monday afternoon. 

The extent of the tornado's disas- 
trous work here and in East st Louis 
has overshadowed the losses sustained 
in adjacent towns in Missouri and Illi- 
nois, and no accurate lists of the killed 
has been made. A careful compilation 
from all sources made Monday givea 
the following losses in outlying towns 
by the tornado:

Losses at scores of other points, In- 
cluding farm property and crops, may 
raise the total to over $1,000,000. 

The corpse of John Barfest was 
taken from the rains of Ottenade's fac- 
tory at Broadway and Soulard streets 
Monday afternoon. Ills wife and three 
children barely escaped death in the 
wreck of their home at 240S South 
Broadway. 

The remains of an unknown white 
man were taken from the river at the 
foot of Tesson street Monday. The 
body was found clinging to the wheel 
of a steamer anchored near that point, 
and from the position of the body it is 
nised that the deceased was blown 
the river during the tornado and 
tried to save himself by clinging to the 
boat wheel. 

The work of searching the ruins goes 
steadily forward. 

That a great many corpses ore in the 
rulnB seems to be pointed out by the 
fact that, the police have a list of 
120 persons who are yet missing Some 
of them may turn up, of course, but it 
is safe to assume that the major por- 
tion of them are dead. 

A number of them are probably in 
the river. It has been believed from 
the first that nt least 50 persons lost 
their lives by being blown into tin- 
river, and only three of them have 
been recovered thus far.
